The layman, who lends to be im- 


pressed by the presumed exact- 
ness of all scientisls, would expecl 
Philadelphia psychiatrists speaking 
in Boston to be meticulous in their 
terminology. 


Perhaps the two who discus- 


sed subversive propaganda techni- 
ques before the American Psychia- 
tric 
Associalion 
recently 
were 


scientifically accurate 
in 
their 


choice of words, bul the summar- 
ization given the public in news 
reports contains certain implicat- 
ions important enough to demand 
clarification. 


Twenty-five "fifth column" tech- 


niques "for producing disunity" 
were discussed by the eminent 
psychiatrists. Those described in 
press reports unquestionably were 
dangerous, undesirable, disruptive 
of national unity, helpful to the 
enemies of this country. They were 
and arc types of activity in which 
we should not indulge while we 
are at war, if ever. 
. But many if not most were nol 
originated by the fifth column and 
are not confined lo its operations. 


"Magnifying small details until 


they obscure Ihe main issue," is 
one such technique. We used to call 
it "not being able to see the foresl 
for Ihe Irees." Of all menial weak- 
nesses of the human race, innocent 
in origin and intent though often 
dangerous in practice, none is more 
universal than this inability to see 
through trimmings to truths. 


"Inciting capital against labor, 


and vice versa." There's another 
fifth column technique, say 
the 


psychiatrists. True enough. But 
are we going to smear President 
Roosevelt with the epithel "fifth 
columnist" because he has spent 
years in pursuit of Ihe psychiatrists 
vice versa—inciting labor against 
capital? Silly? Certainly. So the 
tesl falls in its firsl and mosl 
natural trial. 


"Extracting irrelevant and long 


dead issues for current use" is a 
third technique. Next to the in- 
ability 
to 
see the 
main issue 


through surrounding delails, pro- 
bably there is no more innocent but 
misleading fallacy more universal 
in mankind. 


And finally, for our purposes, 


the psychiatrists cite one of the 
most vicious of present day evils-— 
"magnifying religious or racial is- 
sues by appeals to intolerance or 
prejudice." 


This can not be condemned in 


too strong words. Yet it is not,

France Believed 
Ready to Give 
Fleet to Axis 


By the Associated Press 
France has taken the first step 


toward turning the French fleet 
over to Adolf Hitler London advices 
indicated Tuesday amid reports of 
new Italian demands for the prize 
French possessions of Tunisia, Nice 
and Corsica. 


By agreement between Vichy and 


Berlin it was said that German 
sailors would be permitted to fam- 
ilarize themselves with the opera- 
tion of Frence warships in moves 
foreshadowing 
Nazi seizure 
of 


France's still powerful naval forc- 
es. 


Meanwhile Admiral Sir Andrew 


Brown Cunningham who has just 
left his post as commander of 
the British Mediterranean fleet to 
head the British admiralty delega- 
tion in Washington said that it 
would be "very nasty" for the 
Allies if the French naval forces 
at Toulon were turned over to the 
Axis. 


The admiral declared he had 


"every hope that would not be 
done." 


Trustworthy reports from Europe 


said Italy sent Pierre Laval a note 
of Territorial demands 
against 


France. 


Diplomatic quarters said-the Ital- 


ian note did not constitute an out- 
right ultimatum and Vichy indicat- 
ed willingness to part with Tunisc- 
ia and colonies in North Africa 
which the Italians have claimed 
since the first World War. 


The Italians also were said to be 


demanding Nice and the islands 
of Corscia. 


The German attitude was de- 


scribed ns leaving it up 'to the Ital- 
ians as deciding what she wanted 
to do with neither objections nor 
assistance from Berlin.

Chinese Holding 
Kinhwa, but 
Positions Grave 


By the Associated Press 
China's grim battle to stave off 


Japanese conquest of Chekiang 
province on the China east coast, 
springboard for a potential Allied 
offensive against, Japan, suffered 
new reverses Tuesday while far to 
the west the last British defenders 
of Burma were reported to have 
withdrawn into India. 


The Chinese acknowledged that 


Japanese troops estimated at 100,- 
000 had advanced within two miles 
of the ancient city of Kinhwa, the 
Chekiang provisional capital. 


Chinese dispatches said the Jap- 


anese assault on 
Kinhwa 
was 


thrown back with heavy casualties 
but acknowledged the 
situation 


still was very grave and the coming 
week will witness even fiercer bat- 
tles. 


An official Chungking dispatch 


said that the Japanese had lost 
3,000 men in a vain attempt 
to 


storm Kinhwa from three sides and 
that Chinese troops had routed 
Japanese forces which captured 
Wulipao, two miles south of Kenh- 
wa. 


For the moment at least the 


Chinese appeared holding fast de- 
spite handicaps. 


Once again a Chinese spokes- 


man 
indicated Japanese aerial 


superiority was playing havoc with 
the Chinese armies declaring the 
enemy was continually bombing 
us in relays.

Nazi Flanking 
Move to South

Adolf Hitler's mechanized arm- 


ies are running into jolting counter-' 
blows in an attempt to flank the1 
Russians in the 15-day-old battle 
of Kharkov the Soviet headquar- 
ters said Tuesday and are suffer- 
ing a heavy loss in tanks and men. 


The Russians declared they had 


repulsed violent German surprise 
attacks led by 150-tanks in the Iz- ,.

Seeks Sources 
of War Goods

Before this order, responsibility 


for procurement of imports bad- 
been scattered among a number of 
government 
agencies—War 
Pro-: 


duction Board, Department of State'' 
through its trade treaties, Treas- 
s 


ury's government purchasing 'dev- 
partment, Department of Agricul- 
ture, which looked after the food 
programs, and several of the loan 
agencies now in the Department of 
Commerce setup—Metals Reserve 
Company. 


General Staff 
Guides Agencies 
The jobs of none of these agen-. 


cies have been changed by BEW, 
but their direction is now centraliz- 
ed under a general staff to coordU 
nate the whole program. 


Just as an army travels on its 


stomach, so a nation—the people at 
home who feed and equip the army 
—must also subsist. If the country 
behind the army is not kept a going 
concern, then the army itself must 
fail for lack of supplies. That ;s 
where the defensive stralegy of the 
Board of Economic Warfare comes 
in for its job of finding and import- 
ing the goods most needed to win 
the war. 


In peace times all such matters of 


import are left to private business, 
subject only to the tariff law restric? 
tions affecling the national econ? 
omy. In war time—with shipping 
shortages for both imports and ex, 
ports, with normal sources of raw 
materials and commodities in tlje 
hands of the enemy and with piori- 
ties in force at home—the control of 
imports is now taken over by the 
government so that only those goods 
which are essential shall be brought 
in, and that they shall be brought 
in on time and in quantities neces- 
sary for the job. 


Must Find New ' 
Material Sources 
The type of problem which now 


confronts BEW's Office of Imports 
most frequently is one of finding 
new sources of materials. Rubber, 
tin and fiber supplies, for instance, 
were largely cut off when the Japs 
moved into Malaya and the Dutch 
East Indies. To meet situations of 
this kind, Office o£ Imports has> a 
development branch. They are the 
"scouts" of the BEW—engineers, 
economists, agricultural explorers 
who are formed into missions and. 
sent out into the open parts of the 
world to find new plants, new 
mines, new sources of supply of all 
kinds which will yield the fibers 
and the metals that American man-;

Help for Little 
Businesses 


By JACK STINNETT 
Washington—"National Defense" 


was a byword long before Pearl 
Harbor but only now a bijl emerges 
from Congress (it has passed the 
Senate and probably will pass the 
House any day) designed to give 
relief to some 3,000,000 small man- 
ufacturers and business firms in 
this country whose businesses have 
been turned topsy-turvy by prior- 
ities, war contracts, shipping, price 
controls, and the How of labor in- 
to war industries 


Some political observers around 


here are saying that this procrasti- 
nation will probably have more ef- 
fect on this year's elections than 
any other factor and that the con- 
gressmen who have been worrying 
about other things are—much to 
their amazement—not coming back 
to Washington, despite the fact that 
. their records on other 
defense 


matters are clean as a whistle. 


The excuses for the delay have 


been many. The one that holds the 
most water is that Congress and the 
government would have been fool- 
ish not to gear big business to the 
War effort first. 


According to Rep. Wright Pat- 


nian, of Texas, one of the authors 
of the small business bill, experts 
informed the joint congressional 
committee that of the 184,000 small 
manufacturing plants in the coun- 
try, some 45,000 could be converted 
to the war effort and that these non- 
war producing plants represent al- 
most 50 per cent of our entire pro- 
ductive potentialities. 
If that is 


true, then the productive efforts of 
this country haven't really been tap- 
ped, in spite of all the glowing ac- 
counts of progress that have come 
from the War Production Board and 
other official sources. 


The proposed bill (it may be dif- 


ferent in its final form) provides 
broadly for tsvo things: (1) A small 
business division in WPB that will 
expedite contracts and subcontracts 
to small manufacturers and other- 
wise cut red tape in seeing that 
their productive potentialities are 
used, and (2) the establishment of 
a Smaller Wnr Plants Corporation 
with $100.000,000 to start, which 
would have authority to make lonns 
for conversion and financing on war 
contracts. 


This proposed SWPC would also 


liave the authority to take contracts 
from the Army, Navy and Maritime 
Commission and farm them out to 
Ihe small manufacturers. 
• It also will not confine its activ- 
ities wholly to arms production 
firms but to thousands of others 
who produce and distribute cloth- 
ng, food and many other things 
'or that vaster civilian force that is 
backing up the Army in the field 
and in training. 


It sounds simple. It should give 


•elief to hundreds

Prescott Boy Reported 
Missing In Action 
Mr, Brozie F. Haynie of Pros- 


cott was notified last week that 
his son, Pvt. First Class, Hoyt R. 
Haynie, who according to the lat- 
est information available, was serv- 
ing in the Philippine Islands at the 
time of the final surrender, was 
missing in action. The letter was 
from the War Department, Office 
of the Adjutant General, Washing- 
ton. 


Parts of the letter 
state, 
"I 


deeply regret that it is impossible 
for me to give you more informa- 
tion than is contained in this let- 
ter. In the last days before the 
surrender of Bataan there were 
casualties which were not report- 
ed to the War Department. Con- 
ceivably the same is true of the 
surrender of Corregidor and pos- 
sibly of other islands of the Phil- 
lipines. 


The War Department will con- 


sider the persons serving in the 
Philippines Islands as "missing in 
action" from the date of the sur- 
render of Corregidor, May 7, 1942, 
until definite information to the 
contrary is received. It is to be 
hoped that the Japanese Govern- 
ment will communicate a list of 
prisoners of war at an early date. 
At the time you will be notified by 
this office in the event his name 
is contained in the list of prision- 
ers of war. In the case of persons 
known to have been present in the 
Philippines and who are not re- 
ported to be prisoners of war by 
the Japanese government, the War 
Department will continue to carry 
them as missing 'in action, in the 
absence of information to the con- 
trary, until 12 months have ex- 
pired." 


Haynie's parents, Mr. and Mrs. 


Brozie F. Haynie, received a tele- 
gram from their son, December 14, 
1941, stating that he was alright, 
this is the last information until the 
above letter from the War Depart- 
ment, which was dated May 18.
